SPECIFICATIONS FOR FURNISHING WHITE AND YELLOW THERMO-APPLIED 
REFLECTIVE PAVEMENT STRIPING POWDER 

DESCRIPTION 

The striping powder shall be a free flowing plastic type pavement marking material 
which is premixed with glass spheres for reflectorization. When flame-sprayed to 
clean Portland cement and asphaltic concrete road surfaces by a suitable thermo¬ 
mechanical striper, the striping powder shall produce an instant dry to no pick-up 
adherent, reflectorized strip capable of resisting deformation by traffic. 

PHYSICAL CHARACTERISTICS OF STRIPING POWDER 

The striping powder shall be a dry mixture capable of freely flowing through the 
thermo-mechanical striper at the rate of l4 oz. to 18 oz. per 30 seconds even when 
exposed to combined conditions of high humidity (90% R.H.) and high ambient air 
temperature (100°F,). The striping powder shall require no thinning, mixing, or 
preheating prior to use and shall be satisfactorily usable at mmimum road surface 
temperatures of 50°F. and minimum ambient air temperature pf 60 F.

GENERAL PROPERTIES OF APPLIED POWDER LINE 

Dispensed and properly applied by thermo-mechanical powder striper, the finished 
line shall be reflective and shall adhere so as to form a smooth continuous film 
on both Portland cement and asphaltic concrete road surfaces. Minor temporary 
line discoloration, due to surface soot, shall be permissible on adjacent overlapp¬ 
ing lines. Lines exhibiting surface soot shall regain full color with traffic wear . 

A properly applied striping powder line shall not exhibit excessive bleeding when 
applied on cured asphalt surfaces. An applied line shall have the following specific 
properties:

GENERAL CHARACTERISTICS AND PACKAGING 


The finished powder shall be delivered ready for use and shall be packaged 
in cartons clearly identified as to manufacturer, coTor, contents and 
quantity and shall be free of clumps, foreign particles or other matter. 
Cartons employed for packaging shall withstand normal handling and shall have 
a suitable protective inter-liner to resist moisture absorption. The powder, 
as supplied, may be stored at temperatures not to exceed 90°F. for up to one 
year, without adversely affecting the physical properties stated in this 
specifIcation.

For furnishing during the period of the contract and at the prices indicated, 
the requirements of the commodities listed herein which may be required by the 
Traffic Engineering Department of the City from time to time. it is understood 
that the quantities are approximate only and in no way shall govern the amount 
required during the period of the contract. 

DELIVERY AND CONTRACT PERIOD : 

The commodity shall be delivered to the City as needed and ordered beginning on 
the date of the contract award and ending December 31, 1976. Each release for 
delivery shall be evidenced by a regular purchase order issued by or on behalf 
of the using department. Delivery of all items stated upon the purchase order 
shall be guaranteed to be completed within thirty (30) days after Jate of 
purchase order. 

PRICING-INVOICING : 

The bidders’ prices shall include all delivery charges and be submitted in the 
bidders proposal section included herein. Invoices must be submitted to the 
using department together with the City’s standard claim form for the department. 

OPTIONAL RENEWAL 


By mutual agreement between the City and Contractor, the contract period may be 
extended for ian additional period not to exceed (1) one year. However, the agree¬ 
ment to extend must be completed in writing not less than (15) days prior to 
January 1st., 1977. The contract may be extended only at the same price and under 
the same conditions governing the original contract. Estimated requirements for 
the optional renev/al period herein are estimated to approximate the estimated 
quantities set forth in the initial contract period. However, as provided above, 
the estimated amount shall in no way govern the amount required during any 
optional renewal period.
